It will soon be three thousand years since 
this antiphonal from the pen of David was 
first sung at 
the 
Temple 
entrance as the 
priests and temple singers carried the Ark 
Of The Covenant into the innermost sanctuary 
of the Temple. 
The “Ark” itself signified 
the very presence of the unseen Lord of 
Hosts. 
“Who is this King of Glory?*' sang 
the choir; "the Lord of Hosts” was sung in 
answer. 
Years afterw ards Paul writing to 
some friends in Corinth tells them “they killed 
the King of Glory." and John writes, “And 
we beheld His glory, the glory of the only 
Begotten, full of grace and tru th ;" Matthew 
calls this King of Glory Emmanuel, which be­ 
ing interpreted is, GOD WITH US. 


“God With Us,” that is why we celebrate 
Christmas, that is why there is so much com­ 
mercial activity at this season of the year, 
that is why the church bells ring, that is why 
the angels sang, that is why the "wise men ’ 
came to Bethlehem seeking Him who was born 
King of the Jews. 
In the days of Herod the 
kings wise men came from the east seeking 
Him who was announced by an unusual rev­ 
elation, and they found Him— “when they 
came to the house where the young child was, 
they worshipped Him and presented unto Him 
gifts, gold, frankincense and myrrh’*— kingly 
honors for the King of Kings. 
Herod was 
much disturbed and inquired of the priests if 
there was anything in their Scripture to fore­ 
tell this event, and they replied that this King 
would be born “ In Bethlehem of Judea: for 
thus it is written by the prophet, (Micah 5, 2) 
And thou Bethlehem, in the land of Juda, are 
not the least among the princes of Juda: for 
out of thee shall come a Governor, that shall 
rule my people Israel.” Matthew 2, 6. 


This King was of unique lineage. 
He came 
from God and went back to God, He was 
God, He was the great "I Am,” "In the be­ 
ginning was the Word and the Word was 
with God, and the Word was God." 
He him­ 
self said, “before Abraham was, I ain.” 
He 
was ushered into the blood stream of human­ 
ity in a unique way, to Mary the angel said; 


“The Holy Ghost shall come upon thee, and 
the power of the Highest shall overshadow 
thee: therefore that holy thing which shall 
be born of thee shall be called the Son of 
God.” 
Accordingly we say in the Apostles’ 
Creed, "conceived by the Holy Ghost, bom 
of the Virgin M ary.” 
Yet, He was true man 
and loved to point to His humanity, “for He 
loved to call Himself the “Son of Man,'* 
meaning thereby that He was man, yet infin­ 
itely more than man. 


Kings are born in castles where servants 
are in attendance and the comforts of life 
available, but His castle was a humble stable. 
His servants were His mother and Joseph, 
yet angels were in attendance and as heavenly 
messengers sang forth the unique purpose of 
His coming— “ For unto you is born this day 
in the City of David, a Savior, which is Christ 
the Lord.” 
Mary and Joseph were at no 
trouble to find a suitable name for this child, 
one had been provided from 
a 
heavenly 
source, “Ye shall call His name Jesus, for He 
shall save His people from their sins,” again 
expressing the unique purpose of His coming 
and the majestic work He was to do. sug­ 
gesting at the same time the nature of His 
kingdom. 
Herod need never fear that this 
royal child would ever aspire to sit on his 
throne or inhabit his palace of luxury, no. 
His kingdom was of an entirely different na­ 
ture, it would be spiritual, it would include 
kings and their kingdoms. 


Herod’s throne and Caesar’s emperorship 
would be secure as far as this Royal Babe 
was concerned; Isaiah said He would be a 
“Prince of Peace" and the angels sang "Peace 
on earth, good will toward men.” 
After He 
had grown to manhood and had been 
an- 
nointed with the Holy Ghost and with power. 
He began His works of majesty. 
On one oc­ 
casion when He had fed a vast multitude 
in a miraculous way, they would have forced 
Him to be their king to lead them to power 
and glory, but hark! 
His answer will ring 
in your ears as you read the words he spoke, 
“ Labor not for the meat which perisheth, 
but for that meat which endureth unto ever­ 
lasting life, which the Son of Man will give 
unto you." 
Do you catch the spiritual ring 
of those words, the majestic sweep, the king­ 
ly dignity? 
They failed to read the royal 
message of His miracle, they saw earthly glory 
with earthly eyes, 
He was the 
King 
of 
Glory, He knew that; He wanted to be re-

ceived as their king, but as the kind of a king 
that He was, so He spoke of a spiritual work, 
“This is the work of God, that ye believe on 
Him Whom He hath sent." 
Several years 
later when He rode into Jerusalem that first 
Palm Sunday the pilgrim throngs spread their 
garments in the way and called Him the Son 
of David, the blessed one come in the name 
of the Lord. 
Royal honors were offered and 
He accepted them, yet how humble was that 
royal procession ? 
Certain lenders said that 
the whole world goeth after Him, but Pilate 
was undisturbed by the demonstration, saw 
nothing political in Jesus’ entry, but then, 
Zechariah had foretold this King’s entry, “Be­ 
hold, thy King cometh, meek and lowly.” He 
was rich, infin fely rich, but we are told that 
for our sakes ' ’*» became poor that we mi^ht 
be rich through Him. 
He was aware of His 
poverty and pointed to it, “The foxes have 
holes and the birds have nests, but the Son 
of Man hath nowhere to lay His head.” 


Finally the King of Glory was 
on 
trial 
within sight of those gates that were to be 
lifted for the King of Glory. 
Accusation after 
accusation was hurled at him and Pilate heard 
someone say that this Christ macle out that 
lie was a king and to Pilate’s question as to 
His kingship, Jesus made answer, "My king­ 
dom is not of this world,” “Thou sayest that 
I am a king, to this end was I born and for 
this cause came I into the world, that I should 


bear witness unto the truth." 
They robed 
Him in royal purple, they made Him a crown, 
they gave Him a sceptre as a mark of His 
kingly office and hoarse 
throats shrieked, 
We have no king but Caesar.** 
He had 
often spoken of His kingdom and in majestic 
tones had said, "Except a man be born again, 
he can not enter the Kingdom of God.” Was 
He mistaken, a victim of 
His 
own 
wild 
dreams ? 


Well, we still have Christmas, the very name of 
the season carries us back to His historical advent. 
Hr comes anew in the hearts of believers, the sea­ 
son’s radiant Rood cheer and the spirit of charity 
are born of His majestic words. 
Men still enter 
His Kingdom bv way of the new birth; kingdom* 
have risen and fallen since HU advent, but Hi* 
Kingdom reaches to eternity, and in lime “He shall 
show who is the blessed and only Potentate, the 
KinR of King* and Lord of Lords; who only hath 
immortality, dwelling in the light which no man can 
approach unto; whom no man hath seen nor can 
see to whom be honor and power everlasting.’’ 
I 
I im. 6, 15, “And He hath on His vesture and on 
His thigh a name written, KING OF KINGS. AND 
LORD OF LORDS.” Rev. 19. 16. 


This Christmas season those of us who are blessed 
with abundance and count ourselves members within 
His Kingdom, will need to give serious consideration 
to the words 
of our King of Kings, “Inasmuch as 
ye have done 
it unto the least of these 
tny brethren, 
ye have done it unto Me.”

Let earth receive her 
King; 


Let every heart prepare Him room, 


And heaven and nature sing.

The p a st several years have seen eral y ears a re his 
ch aracteristic 
quite a renaissance in th e native 
a rt of L atin A m erica, 
T his 
has 
doubtless found m ost 
picturesque 
and 
racial 
expression 
In 
tho 
achievem ents of the contem porary 
school of young M exican w riters, 
p a in te rs and com posers. Forem ost 
am ong th e latter group is C arlos 
C haves, w ho is considered by a u ­ 
th o rities to be especially rep resen ­ 
tativ e and individual in his m u si­ 
cal accom plishm ents, 
w hich 
are 
thoroughly national in sp irit, even 
th o u g h ultra-m o d ern istic in form 
and stru c tu re to the p oint of p rim i­ 
tiveness. 
A n ativ e of Mexico C ity, w here 
ho w as born In .Tune, 1899, C haves' 
first m usical train in g w as in tho 
realm of piano study.

U ndeterred by the fa ct th a t he 
lacked any

harm ony, young Chavez devoured 
every obtainable book on th is su b ­ 
ject, profiting m uch from th is self­ 
discipline th a t w hetted still m ore 
h is intense desire for c reativ e ex­ 
pression. By th e tim e he w as 18. 
he had already p u t fo rth early e f­ 
fo rts a t com posing, th a t found a m ­ 
bitious expression in a piano son­ 
a ta and sym phony.
